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333 ATTRACTIONS ANNOUNCED INN. Y. FOR SEASON

The new theatrical season in New York is slow in getting a start, very few productions 
having been made thus far in August, which is usually a month for the beginning of many 
new enterprises. But as it is almost an axiom that the August shows have an early death 
‘the producers are possibly fighting shy of failure of their plans. 


A partial list of the scheduled productions, printed in the New York Times, gives the 
titles and some particulars about 333 dramas, farces, comedies and musical pieces that are 
hopefully announced for the 1927-28 season. 


SOME MAY BECOME HITS OF THE SEASON 


Of course not all of these shows will see the footlights; perhaps not even half of 
them, and there will be many productions that are not yet thought of; possibly the plays 
not even written, and from these strange comets in the theatrical sky some may become 
the season's hits. Last year at this time 424 plays were announced of which 165 really 
were presented to the public. 


Many of these promised pieces that did: not get a hearing are again on the lists sent 
out by the important firms, and some of them will undoubtedly finally be seen.: Various 
reasons call for postponements, the impossibility of getting the actors wanted for casts, or 
scenic artists for settings being the chief deterents in the past. 


Space does not permit a full rehearsal of the plans of these entrepreneurs, but some of 
them are of enough interest to warrant mention. Winthrop Ames, for instance, will revive 
“The Mikado” in the Savoy manner September 19, and promises also John Galswothy’s 
“The Escape’’ with Leslie Howard in October, and a new play for George Arliss. 


‘“‘CHAUVE-SOURIS”’ TO BE SHOWN IN S. F. 

Comstock © Gest have Balieff’s ‘“Chauve-Souris’’ at the head of their attractions, a 
thing promised to San Fransisco for four weeks beginning December 24; Max Reinhardt’s 
production of “Julius Caesar,’’ and, with David Belasco, a production of Maxim Gorkey’s 
“The Counterfeit Coin.”’ 


Belasco, besides that play, proposes to present ““Hidden’’ by William J. Hurlburt, with 
Beth Merrill; ‘“The Bachelor Father’’ by Edward Childs Carpenter, starring June Walker and 
her husband, Geoffrey Kerr; ‘‘The Red Mill,’’ a story of Hell, with music by Edwin Ludwig; | 
“Marietta,” by Edgar Allan Woolf, and a new play for Judith Anderson to be produced on 
her return from Australia. 


The young firm of William A. Brady Jr., and Deere Dwight Wiman will offer Daniel 
N..Rubin’s “Women Go On Forever,’ with Mary Boland; ‘‘The Command to Love,” by 
Rudolph Lothar and Fritz Gottwald, with Mary Nash, Basil Rathbone, Violet Kemble Cooper 
and Ferdinand Gottschalk, and a revival of ‘Peter Ibbetson’’ for Rathbone. 


Arthur Hopkins lists ‘‘Burlesque,’’ by George Manker Watters and himself, with Hal 
Skelly and Barbara Stanwyck, and Louis Bromfield’s ‘‘House of Women,” a dramatization, 
of his novel ‘‘The Green Bay Tree,’’ in which Nance O'Neil and Elsie Ferguson will be starred, 

Carl Reed will produce ‘‘Casino,” a new play by John Colton, who wrote “‘Rain” ‘and’ 
“The Shanghai Gesture,’ and “‘Gypsy April,’’ written by Lois Compton Fuller, in which 
Margaret Anglin is now starring.

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RANDOM GOSSIP OF THE STREET CALLED BROADWAY ~ 


It remains a slightly hesitant dramatic season—again there are only two premieres sched- 
uled for the week, and that is considerably below the average for the time of year. September, 
however, promises to be no less crowded than usual: there are already about thirty produc- 
tions scheduled, and that means an average of one a night. October and November are like- 
wise full of promise—the sum total for the season will be no lower than usual, apparently: 
the attractions will merely come along later. 

The present signs are that there will be a larger proportion of musical shows than usual. 
One producer insisted last week that no less than forty-five musical pieces are in prospect for 
the Fall, but the number seems mildly excessive. It is. certain, however, that there will be 
a dozen or fifteen musical shows of great magnitude, and that the competition for the play- 
goers $5.50—or even $6.60—will be proportionately keen. 


Mr. Ziegfeld, with “‘Rio Rita’ and the ‘‘Follies’’ occupying the two largest playhouses 
at his disposal, is already concerned about a New York theatre for the Marilyn Miller show. 
What with the wages drawn by Miss Miller and Mr. Donahue, the usual musical comedy 
house will not be large enough to permit the producer to sleep nights. A not unlikely 
theatre for this entertainment is the Majestic, which, next to the Century, continues to be 
the biggest house in town. . 


In the meantime there comes a bit of news about the Miller-Donahue entertainment. 
It will be entitled ‘“Tomboy,’’ and will be the work of Guy Bolton, William Anthony Maguire 
and Graham John, the last named an English playwright of some reputation over there, albeit 
unknown here. The Messrs. Tierney and McCarthy are doing the music and lyrics, and the 
five collaborators, according to report, are working hard these days at Mr. Bolton’s home 


at West Hampton Beach. 


Just before Mr. Ziegfeld departed on Tuesday for a fortnight’s vacation in Canada he 
engaged Howard Marsh to play the role of the gambler in ‘“‘Show Boat.’’ Mr. Marsh is the 
tenor who gave a good account of himself in “The Student Prince.’’ As already announced, 
Norma Terris will be the Magnolia; Aunt Jemima also will be in the cast. 


Speaking again of the Fall musical line-up, word comes that one of the biggest of the 
Autumn shows may be slightly delayed. This is George White’s ‘‘Manhattan Mary,’ which 
has been scheduled for Sept. 19 at the Apollo. The Atlantic City premiere revealed the need 
of a little more preparation, and the Broadway premiere, it is rumored, has been postponed 


to October. 


Robert Milton, who seems to have a strong predilection for the dramatized best-seller 
just at present, will follow “‘Revelry’”’ with “‘Elmer Gantry.”’ Since “‘Revelry’’ is due at the 
Masque in mid-September, this probably means that ‘‘Elmer Gantry’’ will be ready by November 
at the latest. Bayard Veiller has made the dramatization. 


The Chanins are trying to persuade Marie Tempest to come over here to play ‘“The 
Marquise,’’ and there is no reason why they shouldn’t succeed. ‘‘The Marquise’ is a Noel 
Coward comedy which Miss Tempest has been playing in London with considerable success. 
In the meantime another Coward comedy is announced by the Actors’ Theatre, this being the 
one called ‘‘Fallen Angels,’’ acted there several seasons ago. It is a play whose entire second 
act is devoted to a tipsy scene between two women, and it would have been produced here 
some time ago if the right players had been available. Early last season it nearly reached 
production with Ruth Gordon in one of the parts. 


Four new musical pieces will open out of town tomorrow night—‘‘Bonita”’ and ‘‘Artists 
and Models’’ in Atlantic City, “Strike Up the Band’’ in Long Branch and ‘My Golden 
Girl,’’ formerly “‘My Princess,’ in New Haven. In a dramatic way the week will bring 
forth “‘Revelry’’ in Philadelphia tomorrow, ‘“The Triumphant Bachelor’’ in Great Neck 
on Thursday and ‘‘The Command to Love’ in Stamford on Friday. 


Tom Powers will play the principal role in ‘The Man-Eating Tiger,’’ by Ben Hecht 
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and Rose Caylor. Its cast will further include Helen Flint, who is said to have been good 
in the tryout of a play called ‘‘Among the Married’; Robert Keith, late of “The Great God 
Brown,” and Clare Woodbury, the original night-club hostess of “Broadway.” The play 
is supposed to come to town on Oct. 3. 


In the meantime Mr. Hecht and Charles MacArthur are hard at work on a comedy that 
they are inclined to think is pretty good, and the same Mr. MacArthur has just finished 
writing a play with Sidney Howard which the Theatre Guild will probably produce. Mr. 
MacArthur, if he requires identification, is the solemn young man who wrote “‘Lulu Belle’ 
with Edward Sheldon. ; 


A. E. Matthews will come over here to act in “‘Interference,’’ which returned travelers 
are inclined to regard as a good show. Mr. Matthews will have the role played in London 
by Herbert Marshall, a part which is generally considered to be better than the Du Maurier 
role. Arthur Wontner, originally engaged for the Marshall role, will have the Du Maurier 
part instead. 


The New York premiere of “‘Yes, Yes, Yvette’ is now set for Oct. 3. It now seems 
likely that the show will have another title. Another prospective venture of Mr. Frazee’s 
a musical show for Grace La Rue, has been abandoned. 


The engagement of Miriam Hopkins for ““The Garden of Eden’’ means that another 
actress will have to be found for ‘““The Medicine Man,’’ the laws of physics being what they 
are. As a matter of fact, one has probably been found. by this time, for the play will go 
into rehearsal during the coming week. 


“Peggy-Ann,” which continues to prosper at the Vanderbilt, is now scheduled to move to 
Boston on Nov. 28. ‘The next Fields-Rodgers-Hart show, ‘“‘A Connecticut Yankee,’’ will 
open in Philadelphia on Oct. 3, and will come to New York about a month later, although 
not, apparently, to the Vanderbilt. 


Ruth Chatterton is about ta be seen in San Francisco in a play called ‘‘The Third Day,” 
adapted from the Czechoslovakian by John Van Druten, who wrote “Young Woodley.’ It 
is a play that has been on Mr. Woods’ production list for a year or more. 


Claudette Colbert, after four weeks of touring with “The ‘Barker,’ will start rehearsing 
in ““The Mulberry Bush,’’ by Edward Knoblock. . . . Rehearsals of ‘““The Squaw Man,”’ 
or whatever the musical version thereof will be called, will begin on *Septy 2: 

Walter Catlett will take over Mr. Woolsey’s part in ‘‘Rio Rita’ on Tuesday night. oie. 
The play called “‘Skidding,’’ recently given a tryout performance by Chamberlain Brown, 
will. be presented this season by M. J. Nicholas. The author’s name is solemnly given as 
Aurania Rouveyrol. . . . ‘The Shuberts are about to start work on a comedy by Roland 
Bottomley, an English author. . °. . Mildred Florence will play the leading feminine 
role in “Is He Guilty?’’ Elmer Rice’s adaption of a German play which is now in rehearsal. 

“Holy Joe,’’ by Paul Gerard Smith, is soon to be produced by Alex Yokel, press 
representative for Sam H. Harris. Or at least Mr. Yokel is making declarations to that effect. 


Alice Duer Miller’s “The Springboard,’’ with Madge Kennedy and Sidney Blackmer in 
it, will start rehearsing this week. . . .
